President  Kennedy  saw  the  future  ,  not  the  present,  as  the  purpose  of  life,  the  Catholic 
Digest  recalls,   In  an  address  on  September  7, 1957,  at  the  Columban  Fathers  Semi- 
nary in  Milton, Mass.  ,  the  then  Senator  from  Massachusetts  Said: 

"I  believe  religion  itself  is  at  the  root  of  the  present  world  struggle.   It  is  not  mere- 
ly a  weapon;  it  is  the  very  essence  of  the  struggle  itself,  At  first  glance  it  might 
seem  inevitable  that  in  a  struggle  where  the  issue  is  the  supremacy  of  the  moral  or- 
der, we  must  be  victorious.  That  it  is  not  inevitable  is  due  to  the  steady  attrition  in 
our  faith  and  belief,  a  disease  from  which  we  in  the  West  are  suffering  heavily, 

"The  Communists  have  substituted  dialectical  material  for  faith  in  God,  We  on 
our  part  have  often  substituted  cynicism,  indifference  and  secularism.  We  have  of- 
ten permitted  the  Communists  to  choose  the  ground  for  the  struggle.  We  point  with 
pride  to  the  great  outpourings  of  our  factories  and  assume  we  have  therefore  proved 
the  superiority  of  our  system.  We  forget  that  the  essence  of  the  struggle  is  not  mat- 
erial, but  spiritual  and  ethical.  We  forget  the  purpose  of  life  is  the  future  and  not  the 
present, 

"We  cannot  separate  our  lives  into  compartments,  either  as  individuals  or  nations, 
We  cannot  on  the  one  hand  run  with  the  tide;and  on  the  other,  hold  fact  to  our  prin- 
ciples and  ideals.  If  our  nation  will  recognize  the  spiritual  and  moral  element  of 
the  stern  encounter  (against  the  Communists),   if  it  will  direct  our  policies  to  em- 
phasize this  phase  of  the  struggle,  if  we  will  refuse  those  compromises  which  have 
cost  so  heavily,  which  have  blurred  the  nature  of  the  encounter  between  our  enemies 
and  ourselves  then  we  shall  find  our  way  easier,  and  our  success  more  certain  in  this 
world  and  our  future  assured  in  the  nextc  "    -  New  York  Times,  January  6,  1965

When  the  English  Church  severed  rela- 
tions with  the  Roman  church,  it  natur- 
ally retained  some  of  the  unscriptural 
practices  which  had  grown  up  in  the 
Roman  church.

Often,,  without  meaning  to 
negate  the  glory  of  our  Lord's  triumph,  we  make  central  the  cross,  when  the    New 
Testament  faith,  came  to  us  through  the  open  dooi  of  the  empty  tofrnb !    I  urge  you 
to  look  at  the  passion  story  as  the  early  Christians,   including  the  apostles,  saw  it  - 
from  the  empty  tomb  back  to  Calvary  and  beyond! 

James  Me  Barrie,   in  his  play.  What  Every  Woman  Knows,  says  of  charm  in  a  woman, 
"If  she  has  it  she  does  not  need  anything  else;  hut  if  she  does  not  have  it  nothing 
else  can  do  her  any  good.  "    If  the  Church  of  the  20th  Century  is  possessed  by  its 
Lord  and  Master,  it.  will  need  little  else  to  bring  a  saving  garce  to  our  time,,    but 
God  forbid,  if  the  church  in  any  generation  does  not  have  Christ,  little  else  will  do 
any  good!    I'm  grateful  for  a  Church  which  attempts  to  live  by  the  fact  that  th  e 
"Church  has  no  creed  but  Christ"  .

Robert  Reynolds,  in  his  book>  "The  Choice  To  Love",  has  written: 

"We  let  ourselves  be  misled  from  what  we  know  by  words  that  sound  big 
with  authority,   "Science  says  religion  is  superstition  .  .  .  Psychoanalysis 
says  religion  is  an  illusion,  perhaps  a  neurosis  .  .  .   Economic  determin- 
ism says  religion  is  the  opium  of  the  people  .  .  ,   "Modern  sophistication 
idolizes  this  sort  of  authority,   and  simple  people  are  sometimes  embarras- 
sed to  confess  in  intellectual  company  that  religion  has  been  and  is  the 
deepest  reality  of  their  own  lives.   But  of  course  it  is  not  science  or  psycho- 
analysis or  economics  or  any  other  abstraction  that  says  religion  is  supersti- 
tion, illusion^  neurosis.    Each  time  it  is  a  man  who  says  these  things,  just 
as  Democritus  said  them  among  the  Greeks,  Lucretius  said  them  among 
the  Romans,   a  fool  said  them  among  the  Hebrews,  and  Sartre  is  saying  them 
among  the  existentialists.     Men  become  devoted  to  their  intellectual 
tools,  just  as  they  become  fond  of  their  hand  tools.      A  primitive  will 
caress  his  spear,  and  an  intellectual  will  cherish  the  fabric  of  abstractions 
he  has  patiently  raised  up  in  his  mind.    But  in  our  tools  is  not  a  good  place 
to  look  for  the  living  God;    we  will  find  our  vanity  there,  not  Him.   Some 
of  our  tools  are  so  pretty  that  they  tempt  us  to  mistake  ourselves  for  God." 
The  simplest  form  and  first  motion  of  religion  is  that  a  man  shall  confide  his  heart 
to  God.  In  the  Divine -human  encounter  men  may  come  to  know  God,  not  by  ab- 
stract reasonings,  but  in  a  joyous  venture  of  friendship.

OF  THE  WORLD ! 
Dear  Christian  Friends: 
In  your  own  backyard  there  are  many 
wonderful  opportunities  awaiting  you. 
They  are  there  waiting  to  be  discover- 
ed. Opportunities  don't  have  that  knack 
of  jumping  out  at  you.     You  must  hunt 
for  them,  but  hunt  them  in  the  areas 
near  at  hand. 

Dr.  Russell  H.   Conwell,   a  famous 
Philadelphia  Preacher  wrote  a  lecture 
called  "ACRES  OF  DIAMONDS"  which 
he  gave  over  six  thousand  times.  It  was 
also  published  in  book  form.  It  is  said 
that  he  earned  over  eight  million  dol- 
lars with  this  lecture.  He  used  the  mo- 
ney to  educate  worthy  young  people  at 
Temple  University  which  he  founded. 
In  his  lecture,  he  tells  the  story  of  a 
man  who  traveled  all  over  the  world  in 
search  of  diamonds,  only  to  return 
home  and  find  a  back  yard  full  of  them. 
The  important  lesson  that  we  gain  from 
this  lecture  is  that  the  grass  in  our  own 
backyard  can  be  greener  than  the  grass 
on  the  other  side  of  the  fence . 

Diamonds  in  the  rough  are  not  attrac- 
tive. Perhaps  we  learn  another  lesson, 
and  that  is  to  do  the  job  that  is  near  at 
hand.  Too  often  we  speak  of  some  re- 
mote need  that  exists  on  the  other  side 
of  the  world,  not  realizing,  though, 
that  we  are  calling  attention  to  some 
isolated  situation  to  divert  attention 
from  our  own  arena  of  action.  We  say, 
"If  only  I,  like  the  Apostle  Paul,  had 
a  vision  to  go  to  Macedonia,  I,  too, 
would  be  a  better  Christian.  " 
Let's  polish  diamonds  in  our  own  back 
yard!  Begin  by  bringing  the  family  to 
Church  School  next  Sunday  at  9:35  AM

"YOU  ARE  THE  BODY  OF  CHRIST' 


THE  PREACHER  NOBODY  WANTED. 

A  congregation  was  looking  for  a  new 
preacher.  A  number  of  preachers  had 
offered  their  services  but  had  been  turn 
ed  down  for  one  reason  or  another.  One 
Board  member  decided  it  was  time  for 
a  bit  of  soul  searching  on  the  part  of 
the  congregation.  So  he    .  read  a  letter 
purporting  to  be  from  another  preacher: 
"Dear  Brethren: 

I  would  like  to  work  with  you  as  your 
local  preacher.  I  have  many  qualifica- 
tions. I've  had  some  success  as  a  prea- 
cher atid  also  a  writer.  Some  say  I'm  a 
good  organizer. 

I  am  over  50  years  of  age.  I  have  neve] 
preached  in  one  place  for  more  than 
three  years.  In  some  places  I  have  left 
town  after  my  work  has  caused  riots  and 
disturbances.  I  must  admit  I  have  been 
in  jail  three  or  four  times,  but  not  be- 
cause of  any  real  wrongdoing.         My 
health  is  not  too  good,   altho  I  am  able 
to  get  a  great  deal  dones  The  churches 
I  have  preached  in  have  been  small, 
although  located  in  several  large  cities, 
I  have  not  gotten  along  too  well  with 
religious  leaders  in  towns  where  I  have 
preached.  In  fact,  some  have  threat- 
ened me  and  even  attacked  me  physi- 
cally. I  am  not  too  good  at  keeping 
records.  I  have  forgetten  some  whom 
I  have  baptized.  However,  if  you  can 
use  me,  I  shall  do  my  best  for  you.  " 

The  Board  member  looked  over  the 
congregation.   "Well ,  what  do  you 
think?  Shall  we  hire  him?" 

The  good  church  folk  were  aghast. 
Hire  an  unhealthy,  trouble -making 
absent-minded,   ex- jailbird?  Who  sign- 
ed that  letter?  Who  had  the  colossal 
nerve?  The  member  eyed  them  all 
keenly  before  he  answered.   "It's  sign- 
ed, the  Apostle  Paul."

Afhite  River  for  a  proposed  Indiana  Inter-Church  Center. 

'reliminary  plans  are  being  drawtt  for  a  20  unit  apartment -dormitory  to  be  com- 
pleted in  June  of  next  year.  It  will  cost  an  estimated  $282,000,  and  financing  plans

Dr.  Arthur  H.Compton,  winner  of  the  Nohel  Prize  in  Physics,   recently  told  of  his 
struggles  of  conscience  while  working  on  the  atomic  bomb,  He  said; 

"We  must  realize  that  we  are  no  longer  living  in  a  world  of  horse  and  buggy. 
Our  situation  today  is  comparable  to  what  it  would  be  if  a  father  and  mother 
going  out  for  the  afternoon  should  call  their  little  children  to  them  and  say, 
'Mother  and  Daddy  are  going  to  be  gone  for  an  hour  or  two,    and  we  want  you 
to  be  good  children.   Here  are  some  things  for  you  to  play  with  until  we  come 
back  -  a  box  of  firecrackers,   a  box  of  skyrockets  and  Roman  candles,   some  spar- 
■  ktierSt-,    a  keg  of  gunpowder,   and  a  box  of  matches.   Now  be  careful.  We'll  be 
back  soon, '  " 
This  is  precisely  the  kind  of  world  in  which  we  live !  The  influence  of  violence  and 
killing  is  everywhere,   even  in  unsuspected  areas  of  life,  James  Smart,  ina  news- 
paper article,  wrote: "My  annual  study  of  Sears  Roebuck  Christmas  catalogue  has 
satisfied  me  that  the  toymakers  of  America  are  continuing  to  prepare  our  children 
for  the  realities  of  life  in  the  world  around  them. " 

He  then  pointed  out  that  there  were  13  pages  given  to  war  toys,   and  but  one  page 
to  Nativity  Scene  figurines!  ]^hen  tiny  tots  play  war  and  use  rubber  knives  to  act

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"THE  LURE  OF  THE  GOSPEL" 

In  his  book,   "God's  Colony  in  Man's  World",   George  W.  Webber,  writes: 

"Apart  from  the  Gospel  every  man  is  captive  or  blind  or  oppressed  or 
poor. "...   "It  is  always  a  temptation  to  subordinate  social  action  to 
evangelism  rather  than  to  see  the  witness  of  love  as  itself  a  sign  that 
points  directly  to  Jesus  Christ.     The  social  work  of  the  churches  is  of- 
ten regarded  with  suspicion  by  people.  It  seems  to  be  simply  a  means 
to  an  end.  If  we  are  only  trying  to  fill  our  empty  churches  it  is  wrong. 
The  New  Testament  commands  us  to  love  our  neighbor  as  the    whole 
fulfillment  of  the  law.  This  is  subordinated  only  to  our  love  for  God.

How  right  it  is 
for  a  church  to  find  that  it  is  giving  far  more  di  its  time  to  those  who 
show  little  sign  of  commiting  their  lives  to  Jesus  Christ  than  to  those 
who  are  already  members  of  the  Church!    Christ's  love  is  always  freely 
offered. " 
Then  he  adds:  "But  at  the  same  time  it  is  not  the  church's  major  task  to  join  in 
every  humanitarian  effort  to  improve  the  lot  of  human  life  .  .  .   The  crucial  work  of 
the  colony  is  always  a  sign  which  points,  in  however  partial  and  broken  a  way,  to 
God's  Kingdom.  It  must  point  to  the  saving  work  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ  and  must  be

We  should  do  this  because 
there  is  a  need,   and  because  it  is  good 
for  us.  Giving  is  a  response  to  God.

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"OUR  ABIDING  HERITAGE" 
Excerpts  from  an  address  delivered  at  the  World  Convention  of  Christian  Churches, 
San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico,  byW.  Carl  Ketcherside,  Editor,  Mission  Messenger, 
"The  question  of  the  authority  of  the  Bible  can  never  be  divorced  from  that  of  the 
authorship  of  the  Bible.  Before  one  resolves  to  respect,  or  agrees  to  avoid,  the  au- 
thority of  the  Book,  he  must  confront  three  questions  in  proper  sequence.  Is  there  a 
God?  If  so,  has  he  communicated  his  thoughts  to  men?  If  he  has  done  so,  is  that 
communication  contained  in  the  volume  called  "The  Bible"?    This  is  not  an  assem- 
bly of  atheists,    an  association  of  agnostics,   or  a  society  of  skeptics.  It  would  pre- 
sume upon  your  patience  and  tamper  with  your  time  to  present  proof  of  the  exist- 
ence of  Deity.     The  very  title  of  the  convention,  affirms  it  to  be  Christian,   and  as- 
sumes, if  it  does  not  assure,  that  those  who  come,  to  it,   as  those  who  come  to  God, 
must  believe  that  he  is,   amid  that  he  is  a  vewsmdsd  of  them  that  diligently  seekhim. 
The  longer  I  live  and  the  more  I  meditate  upon  things  divine,  the  more  absurd  it- 
seems  that  there  could  be  a  personal  God  who  did  not  communicate  his  wishes  to 
the  rational  beings  whom  he  designed  and  created  to  fulfill  those  wishes  for  their 
own  happiness  and  his  glorification.     For  if  he  did  not  communicate  his  will  it 
would  seem  reasonable  to  deduce  that  either  he  would  do  so  but  could  not  or  that 
he  purposed  to  do  what  he  had  no  power  to  perform  he  could  not  be  God,   and  if  he 
possessed  potential  but  preferred  to  preserve  us  in  ignorance  of  the  essentials  to  our 
wellbeing  he  would  not  be  God.    A  God  of  consolation  must  be  a  God  of  commun- 
lcation-

Looking  over  sermon  and  reading  notes  in  a  file  I  hadn't  opened  in  10  years  I  came 
across  the  following  notations  which  JTfeel  can  serve  as  points  to  ponder  in  these 
daysr- 

America  cannot  be  saved  by  either  the  college,  the  club,  or  by  congress^ 

but  only  by  Christ!  You  cannot  save  the  world  by  education,  legislation, 

or  civilization,  but  only  by  spiritual  regeneration. 

I  want  an  old-fashioned  religion,  that  pins  its  faith  to  an  old-fashioned 

cross,  on  an  old-fashioned  hill  called  Calvary. 

If  your  religion  has  not  changed  you,  change  your  religion. 

The  world  does  not  need  an  outer  calm,  it  needs  an  inner  Christ;    not  an 
outside  force  but  an  inside  faith?   not  an  outer  coercion  but  an  inner 
Conviction. 

And  here  is  the  prayer  for  the  week,,  written  so  long  ago  by  Dr.  Frank  Fort  Newtom 
MGur  Father,  each  day  is  a  little  life,  each  night  a  tiny  death.  Help  us  to 
live  with  faith  and  hope  and  love .

4.  We  are  to  help  those  inside  and  out- 
side the  Church  to  see  and  work  out  the 
fullness  of  the  implications  of  the  mes- 
sage of  the  gospel  for  themselves  and 
their  world. 

You  see,  the  gospel  cannot  be  disjoint- 
ed and  unrelated.  It  must  apply  to  me 
here  and  now,  or  it  is  not  the  gospel. 
It  is  a  beautiful  story.     But  when  it  be- 
comes related  through  living  to  every 
facet  of  life,  it  becomes  the  redemp- 
tive act  of  God. 

Through  your  Churchr  its  life  and  wit- 
ness, you  have  the  claims  of  God  pre- 
sented and  you  must  respond.  How  will 
you  respond?    Through  active  participa- 
tion, you  say,  "Lord,  I  believe  f"  That 
means  you  will  take  advantage    of  each 
spiritual  opportunity.

In  Him, 
a  reign  of  love  and  forgiveness  has  been  inaugerated  moulding  the  hearts  and  lives 
of  men,  calling  them  to  find  their  common  centre  and  desire  in  Him,  and  so  to 
discover  that  real  community  for  which  mankind  is  longing.  In  Him,  the  Church  is 
continuously  reborn  from  death  to  life.  "    What  a  glorious  promise  the  Church  pre- 
sents to  the  world  of  men !

To  be  sure,  I  am 
certain  that  we  did  not  cover  the  field, 
but  if  we  touched  the  fringe,  I  am  sat 
is  fied  that  we  will  have  stimulated 
enough  curiosity  to  cause  them  to  pon 
der  the  depths  of  the  life  of  God  among 
us. 

Some  of  the  oosic  conclusions  that  we 
reached  included  the  fact  that  Goe  was 
alive  in  this  r%rsou  and  that  Jesus  was 
human  as  well  as  divine.  Also*  we  con 
eluded  that  the  most  important  thing 
that  he  olid  was  toweoeem  mankind 
Jesus  Christ  permitted  himself  to  be 
tempted,  not  as  Cod,  but  as  a  human 
being.  It  was  through  his  humanity,  in 
relationship  to  Goo,  that  he  overcame, 
Relating  this  to  our  own  lives,  we  felt 


that  temptation  was  not  a  unique  exper- 
ience with  us.  But  Jesus  is  there. 
Through  Him  we  overcome. 

Bring  your  children  this  Sunday.  Their 
souls  may  be  saved  through  this  en- 
counter with  God.

Craig's  vital  religious  experience  which  led  him 
to  recommit  his  life  to  Christ  and  the  Christian  ministry  is  for  us  a  treasured  exper- 
ience. I  had  often  said  to  our  children,   and  many  of  yours  as  well,  in  all  thy  get- 
ting get  Christ !    To  know  Christ  is  to  have  it  all  ! 

It  reminds  me  of  the  story  of  Leland  Standford  University.  Dr.   Samuel  Eliot,   son  of 
the  great  president  of  Harvard  University,  tells  how  one  day  a  couple  came  to  see 
his  father  at  Harvard  and  asked  how  much  it  would  cost  to  set  up  "an  educational 
plant  just  like  Harvard"  in  California,  Dr.  Eliot  made  a  mental  calculation  of  what 
the  ground,  buildings,  professional  endowments,   and  scholarships  at  Harvard  cost. 
His  estimate  was  $18  million  dollars.    The 'couple  talked  quietly  to  each  other  for  a 
few  minutes  and  then  said  very  gravely,   "Well,  Dr.  Eliot,  I  think  we  could  do  that, " 
So  Leland  Standford  University  came  into  being.  In  a  glass  case,   in  one  of  the  fine 
buildings  on  the  University  Campus,  there  are  displayed  today  a  few  pathetic  relics- 
toys,  babies5  shoes,  bits  of  wearing  apparel  and  other  nursery  oddments  -  liking  that 
great  university  with  the  little  child  whom  its  parents  commemorated  by  the  gift  of 
their  entire  fortune!    They  had  said,   "it  will  take  all  we  have,  but  it  will  be  well 
worth  the  effort. " 

These  are  days  of  great  need  in  the  life  of  men  and  nations  -  need  for  spiritual  pow- 
er and  an  awareness  of  God's  presence,  the  way  is  open  through  the  door  of  spiritual 
commitment  to  Jesus  Christ.  Christ  is  saying,   "This  is  the  way,  walk  ye  in  it.  "

Attendance  in  the 
Sanctuary  of  the  Lord  on  Sunday  has  be- 
come, for  the  most  part,   a  throbbing 
habit,  which,  if  we  ceased  would  jar 
us  suddenly  into  fearful  oblivion  of  the 
unknown. 

In  her  book  on  WORSHIP",  Evelyn 
Underhill  states  that  worship  "is  the 
acknowledgement  of  the  transcendent 
Reality.  "  My  definition  of  it  is  "the 
response  to  Revelation.  "  This  is  just  a 
smaller  part  of  her  all-encompassing 
evaluation.  When  we  attempt  to  wor- 
ship, we  first  of  all  must  say  that  God 
has  done  something!  Apart  from  "the 
transcendent  Reality"  or,  "All-pervad- 
ing Presence"  it  is  possible  for  man  to 
worship.  The  very  fact  that  we  attempt 
to  worship  says  that  there  is  a  God.! 
Man,  apart  from  the  Divine  Creator, 
would  never  be  able  to  attempt  to  wor- 
ship.   For  worship  is  a  response  to  wkat 
God  is  and  has  done,   and  will  continue 
t»do. 

There  are  different  types  of  worship. 
What  the  pagan  worships  in  ignorance 
we  worship  in  Spirit  and  truth.  To  be 
sure,  there  is  a  difference,  but  "God- 
inspired  and  Christ- endowed,  Christian 


worship  begins  when  man  through  hum- 
ble faith  in  Christ  steps  into  the  presence 
of  the  living  God!" 

Christmas,  the  birth  of  Christ,  makes 
the  difference  in  our  worship.  May  it 
make  a  difference  in  your  life !

Evelyn  Underbill  has  written  a  bit  called,  The  Shepherd  And  His  Dog,  and  it  indica- 
tes in  a  beautiful  way  the  source  of  man's  strength  in  the  face  of  life's  trials  and 
troubles  . . . 

"They  are  helping  the  shepherd  to  deal  with  a  lot  of  very  active  sheep  and 
lambs,  to  persuade  them  into  the  right  pastures,  to  keep  them  from  rushing 
down  the  wrong  paths.  And  how  did  the  successful  dog  do  it?Not  by  barking, 
fuss,  ostentatious  authority,   and  kind  of  bush  behaviour.  The  best  dog,  I  saw 
never  barked  once;  and  he  spent  an  astonishing  amount  of  his  time  sitting 
perfectly  still,  looking  at  the  shepherd.  The  communion  of  spirit  between 
them  was  perfect.  They  worked  as  a  unit.  Neither  of  them  seemed  anxious 
or  in  a  hurry.  Neither  was  committed  to  a  rigid  plan;  they  were  always  con- 
tent to  wait.  That  dog  was  the  docile  and  faithful  agent  of  another  mind.

It  is  more  than  all  this:  else  God  would  not  call  it 
a  NEW  CREATION,  nor  would  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  have  affirmed  with  such 
awful  explicitness,  as  He  does,  in  His  conference  with  Nicodemus,  the  Divine 
Law  of  exclusion  from  and  entrance  into  the  Kingdom  of  God.  (John  3:3  )     Yet 
how  few  in  our  day  believe  that  "That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh,  is  flesh,  and 
that  which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit* "  (John  3*  6) 

We  pray  each  one  of  you  will  make  every  effort  to  study  the  passages  mention- 
ed above,  pray  about  them,  examine  your  own  lives,  study  the  offer  Christ 
makes  to  us  all,  for  it  is  true  as  the  poet  Keats  has  written:  "Nothing  ever  be- 
comes real  until  it  is  experienced."

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"WHAT  WILL  YOU  DO  WITH  JESUS?" 

Hendrik  Kraemer, Dutch  Theologian,  has  convincingly  shown  that  the  renewal  of 
the  Church  mast  involve  the  "laity"  who  "form  the  daily  repeated  projection  of 
the  Church  into  the  world,  "  and  who  engage  the  world  in  real,  uninterrupted 
dialogue. 

He  continues,   "As  long  as  the  laity  remains  generally  so  biblically  and  theologi- 
cally illiterate,  new  life  cannot  come  to  the  Church.  The  Church  will  stay  im- 
prisoned in  its  self -cent  ere  dness  unless  the  laity  can  come  to  see  they  are  called 
in  mission  to  serve  the  world.  " 

This  is  what  our  liturgical  brethren  in  Christ  call,   "Lent".  Lent  is  meant  to  be  a 
time  of  spiritual  renewal,   a  time  when  one  opens  his  being  to  the  inflooding  tide 
of  God's  Holy  Spirit.    Have  you  ever  really  prayed  that  God's  Spirit  and  power 
would  fill  your  life?  Have  you  ever  earnestly  prayed  that  just  for  once  God  might 
become  the  only  dominant  passion  of  your  life?  If  not,  Why  not?  And  why  not  now' 
God  is  not  real  to  most  people  (They  wouldn't  know  Him  if  they  met  Him)  for  the 
simple  reason  they  have  never  really  tried  to  make  His  acquaintance !  How  can 
we  ignore  His  divine  Word,  neglect  our  prayer  life,  and  never  tune  our  lives  to 
His  divine  harmony,   and  still  believe  we  are  aware  of  God?  If  we  spent  as  little 
time  with  our  loved  ones  as  we  spend  in  prayer  and  Bible  study,  we  would  remain 
but  nodding  acquaintances  to  our  own  families.  Even  so  with  God-  His  friendship

11  YOU  BELONG  TO  GOD" 
The  other  day  in  one  of  the  city's  mortuaries  I  was  ministering  to  one  of  our  church 
families  and  learned  that  at  that  very  moment  one  of  America's  heroes  was  being 
buried.  He  was  the  young  lad  who  gave  his  life  to  save  others  and  in  the  process 
had  his  legs  blown  off.  Among  those  his  sacrifice  saved  were  men  of  all  creeds, 
and  perhaps  some  who  had  none,   and  men  of  varying  colors,  but  in  war  it  doesn't 
matter.  Someday  in  peace  we  will  learn  to  build  a  "house  of  prayer  for  all  peoples" 
(Isaiah  56;  7,  8).  This  lad  deserved  our  respect  and  honor  for  his  sacrifice  of  life  on 
behalf  of  friend  and  country.  Those  who  spread  their  venom  of  bitterness  and  ha- 
tred against  those  who  differ  with  them,  whether  that  difference  be  one  of  theo- 
logy, or  faith,  or  social  status,   or  of  race,   dishonor  the  nations  dead. 

During  World  War  II,   a  chaplain  crawled  to  a  dying  boy  to  give  aid  and  comfort. 
The  lad  looked  up  at  the  chaplain  and  said,   "I'm  sorry  Chaplain,  I  do  not  belong 
to  your  church. "  the  chaplain  quietly  answered,   "No,  my  boy,  but  you  belong  to 
my  God. "  At  a  service  held  in  the  catholic  church  recently  to  pray  for  a  sense  of 
unity  in  our  quest  for  the  will  of  God,   and  to  lift  up  our    men  who  are  serving  in 
Viet  Nam,  the  Catholic  priest  said,  "Tonight  our  boys  are  dying  in  Viet  Nam  with 
out  someone  asking  them  if  they  are  catholics,  protestants,  or  Jews.   They  give 
their  lives  as  Americans  who  approach  God  in  their  own  historic  ways.  Surely ,those 
of  us  who  are  here  at  home  can  meet  and  pray  for  them,  each  in  his  own  way.  " 
Here  was  what  Isaiah  had  prophesied: "A  house  of  prayer  for  all  peoples.  "

We  are  grateful  to 
the  choir  for  their  outstanding  contribution  to  our  spiritual  growth. 
Recently  we  have  observed  some  "natural  calamities"  which  have  unleashed  un- 
imaginable forces  and  have  had  at  least  a  purgative  value  in  cutting  man  down  to 
size.  Man  gets  pretty  smug  with  himself,  and  feels  quite  self-assured,  what  with  his 
Telstars  and  astronauts  and  Venus  shots  and  other  spectacular  displays  of  human  in- 
telligence. Man  tends  to  forget  that  he  is  living  on  the  edge  of  annihilation.  Let 
the  polar  ice  cap  shift,  for  example,  and  we're  goners.  Or  let  a  million- megaton 
hurricane  sweep  across  our  costal  cities  and  man's  hydrogen  bombs  look  like  fire- 
crackers.   The  New  York  Herald  Tribune,   after  the  Iran  earthquake,  put  it  well: 
"Such  manifestations  of  the  awesome  power  of  natural  forces  should  be  a  reminder 
that  man,  all -conquering  man,  only  exists  on  sufferance.  He  may  think  he  is  con- 
quering space  ...  He  may  even  brood  about  his  ability  to  extinguish  life  on  this 
earth  by  means  of  nuclear  holocausts.    Yet  old  earth  has  only  to  ripple,  like  a  horse 
twitching  off  bothersome  flies,  and  the  strongest  works    of  man  tumble  down  upon 
him. "

of  the  assurance  of  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  and  His  promised  salvation  there  is  an  air 
of  utter  assurance  and  calmness.

WHY  THE  CHRISTIAN  CHURCH? 
The  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of 
Christ)  has  a  sound  reason  for  existence. 
Bom  on  the  shores  of  America  early  in 
the  nineteenth  century,  she  is  dedicated 
to  the  basic  principles  of  religious  free- 
dom and  Christian  unity.  Among  her 
great  leaders  were  such  men  as  Thomas 
and  Alexander  Campbell,  Barton  W. 
Stone,  Racoon  John  Smith,  the  evan- 
gelist Walter  Scott  and  many  others. 
There  are  at  present  about  two  million 
members  in  America. 

Going  beyond  creeds  and  systems  of 
theology,  the  Christian  Church  has  ac- 
cepted the  Bible  alone  as  sufficient  for 
the  rule  of  Christian  faith.  Her  only 
creed  is  the  simple  confession  that, 
"Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  die 
living  God,  "  as  recorded  in  Matthew 
16:d6  and  Acts  8:37. 

Two  ordinances  are  observed  in  the 
Christian  Church  -  Baptism  and  the 
Lord's  Supper.    Baptism  by  Immersion 
is  adopted  as  the  one  baptism  recog- 
nized by  all  other  communions,  and  is 
believed  by  all  to  have  been  practiced 
by  the  earliest  Christians.  The  Lord's 
Supper  is  observed  each  Lord's  Day 
"In  remembrance  of  Christ,  "  and  is 
open  to  all  who  would  commune  with 
him.

COMMITTED  UNTO  GOD 
During  my  ministry  I  have  known  many  men  and  women  definitely  committed  to 
God's  program.  The  only  one  perfectly  committee  was  his  Son,  our  Savior  Jesus 
Christ.  In  all  of  his  life  his  will  was  always  subservient  to  the  will  of  his  Father. 
When  his  life  hung  in  the  balance  he  said;  "Not  as  I  will  but  as  thou  wilt.  "    This 
is  absolute  commitment. 

God's  supreme  creation  was  man.  Everything  in  the  universe  was  made  for  him. 
In  him  was  centered  God;s  interest.  And  God5s  highest  interest  was  in  man's  life 
and  how  he  lived  it.  That  he  might  live  it  well,   God  sent  his  Son  as  an  example 
and  provided  a  textbook  on  life  which  we  call  our  Bible. 

God's  first  effort  to  have  us  understand  about  life  came  through  his  scribe,  Moses. 
In  Genesis,  Exodus,   and  Leviticus,  God  was  telling  us  about  life  -  its  beginning, 
its  preservation,  its  governing  laws.  A  few  centuries  later  in  the  eighth  and  ninth 
centuries  before  Christ,   God  sent  us  the  world's  greatest  preachers,  Amos,  Hosea, 
Isaiah  and  the  rest.  I  know  full  well  each  spoke  to  a  political  situation  of  his  own 
day,  but  I  also  know  each  had  a  message  on  life  good  until  the  end  of  time.     We 
read  and  we  listened  but  somehow  we  were  still  not  quite  able  to  understand  about 
life.      So  God  made  another  effort  in  which,  with  well  chosen  scriptures,  be  con- 
nected these  earlier  efforts  with  his  final  one.  The  connecting  scriptures  were  these: 
"The  law  is  a  schoolmaster  to  bring  us  to  Christ.  "  And  later,   "God  /who  at  sundry 
times  and  in  diverse  manners,  spake  in  times  past  unto  our  fathers  through  the 
prophets,  hath  in  these  last  days  spoken  unto  us  through  his  Son.  "  So  both  of  these

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GOD'S  WORD  AT  WORK  IN  SOUTHEAST  ASIA 

Much  in  the  news  today  are  the  countries  of  Southeast  Asia.  The  Bible -a-month 
Club  began  its  third  year  of  operation  in  1964,  and  the  country  of  Thailand  was 
the  first  country  to  receive  the  Club's  gift  Bibles. 

For  some  years  requests  had  been  coming  to  the  Bible  Society  for  Scriptures  to 
be  placed  in  the  20,  000  Buddhist  temples  of  this  strategic  nation.  Buddhists  are 
often  ready  to  learn  more  about  Christ,  since  many  of  the  principles  of  the  Budd- 
hist "way  of  life"  exist  also  in  Christianity,  The  presence  of  the  Holy  Bible  in 
strategic  locations  has,  on  occasion,  inspired  followers  of  the  Buddha  to  seek 
more  information  about  God's  Gift  of  His  only  Son,  jesus  Christ. 
Placing  Bibles  in  Buddhist  temples  has  opened  doors  of  missionary  outreach  with 
amazing  possibilities.  A  priest  wrote  recently  from  Bangkok  requesting  addition- 
al copies.  The  abbot,  he  said,  was  reading  the  Bible  so  much  that  the  other 
priests  did  not  have  a  chance.  Requests  from  other  temples  continue  to  come  to 
the  American  Bible  Society.  One  abbot,  however,  refused  to  receive   a  copy, 
saying  that  he  once  read  the  story  of  the  crucifixion  and  it  so  disturbed  his  peace 
of  mind  that  he  did  not  want  the  priests  under  him  to  endure  such  mental  anxiety! 
(An  interesting  tribute  to  the  power  of  the  scriptures. )  And  say,  has  the  story  of 
Christ's  crucifixion  ever  given  you  much  mental  anguish?

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"BORN  TO  BE  FREE" 
Next  week-end  Americans  the  world  over  will  celebrate  the  signing  of  our  Declar= 
ation  of  Independence.  We  shout  long  and  loud  about  being  free.  The  question 
being  asked  by  millions  today,  however,  is  free  to  be  what,   and  to  do  what? 
There  are  those  who  believe  we  are  free  to  do  as  we  please  and  to  say  what  we 
please  but  it  just  isn't  so.  Men  are  bom  to  be  free,   and  this  innate  freedom  is 
not  given  by  men  or  governments,  but  is  the  birthright  of  sons  of  God.  Men  are 
free  to  become  that  which  God  intends  for  them  to  become.  They  are  free  to  do 
those  things  which  are  in  keeping  with  the  plans  and  purposes  of  God  for  all  men. 

Epictetus  a  long  time  ago,  said  it  all  when  he  wrote,   "No  man  is  free  who  is  not 
master  of  himself. "  Or  the  advice  of  Louis  Bromfield  might  be  something  to  pon- 
der in  this  hour  of  terrible  tension  and  turmoil:  "The  worst  enemy  of  free  enter- 
prise, indeed  of  democracy  itself,  is  not  the  demagogue  and  the  radical  but  the 
e commie  conditions  which  produce  the  wretched  and  discontented  populations 
willing  to  listen  to  their  harangues.  " 

Have  you  heard  of  the  Russian  astronaut  who  recently  on  being  tested  for  his  ca- 
pacity to  endure  the  trip  to  the  moon,  on  being  pronounced  fit,  refused  to  take 
the  trip.

-  Through  Love 
Jesus  said.   "LOVE  YOUR  ENEMIES. " 
We  are/treat  our  enemies,  not  accord- 
ing to  the  way  we  feel,  but  according 
to  the  way  Jesus  feels.  We  are  to  repre- 
sent Him.  Let  us  try  to  see  this  in  spe- 
cific terms: 

Here  is  someone  who  hates  me  and 
despitefully  uses  me.  How  can  I  love 
him?  It  seems  impossible,  yet  I  must, 
because  as  a  Christian  I  am  under  or- 
ders. Therefore,  I  find  myself  wishing 
that  I  could  love  him,   and  trying  to 
love  him,  and  acting  as  though  I  did 
love  him  -  and,  lo,  something  happens ! 
A  new  power  comes  into  my  life-  a  ■: :  v 
power,  not  myself  -  making  for  love. 
And  in  this  power,  understanding  takes 
the  place  of  prejudice  and  dislike.  I 
see  my  enemy  in  a  new  light,  I  begin 
to  understand  some  of  the  reasons  for 
his  behavior  toward  me.  I  may  come  to 
see  that  his  superiority  is  a  coverup  for 
insecurity,   and  his  boasting  hides  a 
sense  of  loneliness  and  inferiority;  that 
his  hatred  of  me  is  really  a  cry  for  help, 
So,  my  heart  fills  with  sympathy  for 

my  enemy 

It  is  amazing  how,  when  we  swallow 
our  pride  and  obey  the  simple  com- 
mand of  Jesus,  miracles  still  take  place 
Enemies  can  become  friends.

COMMITTED  UNTO  GOD  - 

THROUGH  LOVE 

Love  makes  Duty  a  Deligfrt  .  . . 

A  lot  of  sentimental  nonsense  is  ex- 
pressed on  the  subject  of  love.  To  be 
sure,  love  is  full  of  strong  sentiment, 
but  Christian  love  is  never  an  excessive 
display  of  overwrought  feelings,  de- 
void of  reason.  LOVE  is  a  word  of  steel. 
When  Jesus  said,  "Love  your  enemies,  M 
"Love  your  neighbor  as  you  love  your- 
self, "  "Love  one  another,  "  he  was 
giving  commands  to  his  disciples.  He 
did  not  qualify  these  commands.  He 
did  not  go  onto  say,  "Of  course,  if 
you  do  not  feel  like  doing  as  I  say,  if 
you  are  not  in  the  mood,  I  will  not 
expect  obedience.  "  He  made  it  per- 
fectly clear  that  he  did  expect  obed- 
ience. He  expected  them  to  base  their 
actions,  not  upon  their  feelings  but  up- 
on his  feelings.  They  were  not  to  please 
themselves.  They  were  to  please  him. 
Jesus  pleased  not  himself.  He  pleased 
the  Father.  Therefore  he  always  met 
every  situation  in  love.  He  loved  Judas 
who  betrayed  him,  and  loved  bi-m  to 
the  end.  He  loved  the  men  who  nailed 
him  to  the  cross.  He  said,  "Father,  for- 
give them,  they  know  not  what  they  do.  " 
This  does  not  mean  he  felt  the  same 
tenderness  toward  them  as  he  felt  for 
his  beloved  disciples.  It  does  not  mean 
that  he  even  liked  them.  How  could  he 
havehad  very  much  taste  for  those  men? 
There  are  three  words  for  love  in  the 
Greek  New  Testament:  eros,  indicating 
physical  and  aesthetic  love:  filio, 
meaning  filial  love;  and  agape  ,  wftich 
goodwill,  that  will  never  do  anything 
to  harm  another,  but  will  go  out  of  its 
way  to  seek  to  be  helpful  to  another. 
This  is  the  kind  of  love  with  which 
Jesus  loved  Judas,  and  even  those  who 
crucified  him.

Have  you  looked  recently  on  George 
Frederick  Watts'  painting  entitled 
"Hope"?  If  not,  we  suggest  you  seek 
it  out,   and  give  it  a  bit  of  earnest  stud} 
It  will  repay  you  with  continuing  in- 
stallments of  lingering  truth.  It  de- 
picts the  harpist  on  whose  harp  every 
string  is  broken  but  one.  That  last 
string  is  "hope   .  "  After  all  other 
strings  have  snapped  that  one  still 
stands  the  tension0  To  thrum  that  one 
yet  proves  the  logic  of  the  harp.  The 
soul  of  the  harpist  demands  the  com- 
plete restringing  of  the  harp*  There 
will  be  "music  as  before,  but  vaster.  " 

Watts  has  presented  something  half  hu 
man  and  half  divine „  He  sets  the  whole 
truth  before  us  soundly.  Out  of  human 
experience  comes  the  word,    "Hope  de- 
ferred makes  the  heart  sick.  "  Then 
from  the  New  Testament  page  comes 
the  steadfast  assurance,  "By  hope  are 
you  saved.  "  And  we  live  in  an  age 
that  witnesses  to  the  reality  of  such 
statements,  both  by  tragedy  and  tri- 
umph. 

How  many  harp  strings  have  snapped  in 
our  era!  Materialism,  rationalism,  se- 
cularism have  left  both  soul  and  so- 
ciety stranded  on  shoals  so  barren  that 
the  sheer  ghastik'ness  of  the  situation 
could  not  be  realized  for  a  while.  That 
science  would  save  us;  that  genius 
would  give  us  wings;  that  assured  pro- 
gress was  already  parked  in  our  back 
yard!  All  these  have  new  turned  into 
a  sort  of  nightmare  and  then  vanished 
into  dense  fog. 

Thank  God,  we  are  coming  to  oursel 
ves.  The  conviction  is  taking  strong 
hold  on  people  that  it  is  "in  God  we 
live  and  move  and  have  our  being.  "

If  is  significant 
that  he  did  not  say,    I'd  better  hurry 
back  to  Jerusalem  and  get  a  guard  to 
lead  me  safely  down  to  Jericho.  "  The 
Lord  expects  us  to  take  a  risk  in  loving 
our  neighbor.  He  expects  us  to  take 
time  also.  The  Good  Samaritan  might 
have  saved  time  by  rendering  first  aid 
and  hurrying  on  to  Jericho  with  the  pro- 
mise to  send  help.  He  took  time  to  do 
a  thorough  job.  He  bound  up  the  fallen 
man's  wounds,  pouring  oil  and  wine  om 
them;  he  set  the  man  on  his  own  beast 
and  brought  him  to  the  inn.  He  took 
care  of  him.  This  meant  that  he  put 
him  to  bed  and  brought  his  dinner;  he 
went  shopping  for  some  clothes,  for 
the  people  who  beat  him  had  stolen;  all 
of  his  garments,  He  sat  up  with  him 
during  the  night  and  attended  to  his 
needs.  He  did  a  thorough  job.  The 
story  reveals  that  Jesus  expects  us  to 
spend  money,  if  we  have  it,  in  meet- 
ing the  needs  of  our  neighbor.      The 
Samaritan  paid  the  bill  the  next  morn- 
ing, saying  to  the  innkeeper,   "What- 
soever thou  spendest  more,  when  I 
come  again,  I  will  repay  thee."

NATURE'S  GOD 
Nature  speaks  a  varied  language  of  rain 
anBsun,  floods  and  famine,  tooth  and 
claw.

But  Nature's  God  does  not  speak  ambig- 
uously.

CHRISTIAN  HOPE  IS  DIFFERENT  — 
No  one  can  ever  be  really  committed 
to  God  until  the  Christian  hope  becomes 
the  dynamic  of  his  spirit.

COMMITTED  UNTO  GOD  -  through 
Decision: 

A  Time  for  Personal  Decision! 
The  most  important  decisions  being 
made  today,   as  always,   are  not  really 
those  which  have  to  do  with  "enter- 
prises of  great  pith  and  moment11.  The 
ultimately  determinative  decisions  are 
the  personal  ones  being  made  by  mil- 
lions of  individuals  all  over  the  world. 
It  is  this  aspect  of  our  !itime  of  deci- 
sion" which  is  most  important.  And 
the  fundamental  personal  decision  is 
simply  that  which  Jushua  put  to  the 
people  of  Israel  three  millennia  ago: 

Now  therefore  fear  the  Lord,   and 
serve  him  in  sincerity  and  in  faithful- 
ness; put  away  the  gods  which  your 
fathers  served  beyond  the  River,   and 
in  Egypt,  and  serve  the  Lord.  And  if 
you  be  unwilling  to  serve  the  Lord, 
choose  this  day  whom  you  will  serve, 
whether  the  gods  your  fathers  served 
in  the  region  beyond  the  River,   or  the 
gods  of  the  Amorites  in  whose  land  you 
dwell;  but  as  for  me  and  my  house,  we 
will  serve  the  Lord.  ■"  (Joshua  24:14,  15) 
Or,  as  Jesus  put  it  in  the  Sermon  on 
the  Mount:  "No  one  can  serve  two 
masters;  for  either  he  will  hate  the  one 
and  love  the  other,  or  he  will  be  de- 
voted to  the  one  and  despise  the  other.

THE  planting  and  harvesting  of  crops,  the  organizing  and  maintaining  of  govern- 
ments, the  producing  and  distribution  of  goods  -  all  is  the  network  of  man's  work. 
WORK  can  be  drudgery  or  it  can  be  adventure.  Tell  your  ten-year-old  daughter 
to  go  upstairs  and  clean  her  room.  Threaten  her  that  if  she  does  not  do  so  she  can- 
not go  to  the  party.  The  room  may  get  cleaned  after  a  fashion,  but  she  will  drag 
herself  around  like  a  resentful  slave.  But  tell  her  that  her  daddy  will  be  in  on  the 
next  train,  and  suggest  that  she  surprise  and  please  him  by  having  her  room  spic 
and  span.  You  have  given  her  work  wings,  the  wings  of  an  idea  or  vision,  and  the 
next  hour    can  be  for  her  an  exciting  adventure. 

FROM  the  smallest  chores  that  you  do  as  an  individual  to  the  most  staggering  task 
we  face  as  a  civilization,  the  same  principle  holds  true.  We  fail,  not  for  want  of 
skills  or  resources,  but  for  want  of  a  vision  or  a  faith.  Small  or  great,  any  work  to 
be  significant  must  flow  from  a  faith.  The  most  troublesome  question   of  our  age 
is  not  how  to  keep  civilization  going;  almost  any  sober  student  of  history  can  give 
good  answers  to  that  question.  There  is  another  question:  WHY  keep  it  going? 
For  want  of  an  adequate  answer  to  that  question,  the  will  is  paralyzed. 
OUR  Christian  Faith  gives  both  vision  and  power  for  the  answer.  It  declares  that 
we,  created  and  redeemed  to  be  a  people  of  God,  have  the  towering  assignment 
in  all  we  do  to  glorify  and  serve  God.  Moreover,  it  assigns  us  to  have  dominion 
over  the  earth.  Within  this  commission,   ever  honorable  work  can  take  on  the  ex- 
citing sweep  of  labor  for  the  Lord.

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A  "QUICKIE"  REPORT  ON  THE  DALLAS  CONVENTION 

The  interim  minister  is  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  attending  the  Dallas  Inter- 
national Convention,  September  23-28.  Due  to  having  arrived  in  the  city  on 
September  7;  and  because  First  Church  was  "on  the  air"  during  September,  he 
had  not  planned  to  attend.   By  flying,  he  was  enabled  to  fulfill  his  obligations  on 
September  25,   and  to  return  to  Fort  Wayne  for  Thursday.  Thank  you  for  saving 
much  time  and  energy. 

The  attendance  at  Dallas  was  excellent,  over  10,000  persons  registered. 
The  addresses  were  of  high  caliber.  Much  business  was  transacted.  President 
Stephen  England,  long-time  Dean  of  Phillips  Seminary,  was  a  courteous  and 
also  an  excellent  presiding  officer. 

The  Convention  voted  to  adopt  "the  delegate"  form  of  Convention.  Kentucky 
has  had  a  delegate  Convention  for  the  past  5  or  6  years.  It  has  worked  well. 
The  "design"  for  "restructure"  was  "received"  (not  adopted),   and  all  the  States 
and  all  the  Churches  were  urged  to  study  it  carefully  and  make  a  response. 
The  revised  plan  for  "restructure"  will  then  be  submitted  to  the  next  Internation- 
al Convention  to  meet  in  St.  Louis,    1967.  This  will  provide  a  year  for  study, 
before  adoption  may  be  considered. 

Church  Union  was  discussed  thoughtfully.   The  churches  are  urged  to  study  a  small 
book  which  contains  the  thinking  to  date.  It  was  agreed  that  "union"  will  re- 
quire more  study  and  will  require  ten  to  fifteen  years.

Above  all,  he  is  given  the  opportun- 
ity to  think  through  and  to  tell  in  an  understandable  manner  what  Christ  and  His 
Church  means  to  him;    what  fellowship  in  the  church  means  to  him;    to  interpret 
"the  Whole  Mission  of  the  Whole  Church".     The  witness  of  the  visitor  is  the  very 
heart  of  Operation  Partnership. 

One  rule  of  the  program  is  that  no  person  may  have  the  privilege  of  serving  as 
an  ambassador  who  has  not  made  his  personal  commitment  to  partnership  with 
Christ  before  going  out  to  visit.

Finally 
a  big  truck  pulled  up  and  stopped  -  The 
driver  leaned  out  and  shouted,   "You 
can  ride  if  you  want  but  you'll  have  to 
stand  up  in  the  back  of  the  truck"  The 
man  with  the  heavy  suitcase  climbed 
in  and  rode  50  miles  to  the  next  town  - 
when  the  driver  stopped  and  got  out  of 
his  truck,  he  saw  to  his  utter  amaze- 
ment that  the  man  was  still  clutching 
his  heavy  suitcase.  He  hadn't  set  it 
down  so  the  truck  would  carry  all  its 
weight  but  had  held  it,   gripped  in  his 
hand  all  that  distance. 

We  smile  at  such  a  foolish  person, 
but  aren't  we  just  as  foolish  when  we 
continue  to  hug  our  worries  to  our- 
selves instead  of  turning  ourselves  and 
our  worries  over  to  God  in  complete 
trust.  -- V.L.J.

In  my  mind's  eye,  I  could  see  our  many  friends, 
after  a  worship  service  which  was  held  inside  the  stakes  and  rope,  which  outlined 
the  structure -to-be,  each  using  his/her  own  shovel  to  break  ground  around  the 
perimeter  of  the  church. 

We  could  not  help  thinking  of  that  great  congregation  as  it  stood  shoulder  to 
shoulder,  young  and  old,  rich  and  poor,   as  they  dug  a  shovel  of  dirt.  How  we 
prayed  that  each  person  was  committing  himself  to  God's  program  in  Danville. 

We  thought  often  throughout  the  day  of  the  rede  die  ati  on  that  came  over  the 
hearts  of  those  who  stood  in  the    design  of  the  new  church,   and  our  prayer  was 
that  each  would  stand  fast  in  the  faith;    that  each  would  be  worthy  of  their  fore- 
fathers,    when  16  persons  gathered  in  a  home  on  April  9,   1843  to  organize  First 
Christian  church. 

Our  minds  come  back  to  First  Christian,  Fort  Wayne,   and  we  are  reminded  of 
the  many  changes  which  have  come  to  this  church;    and  how  so  recently  you 
"broke  ground"  for  this  magnificent  structure  -  should  we,  some  Sunday  morning 
decide  to  join  hands  and  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  around  the  perimeter  of  our 
lovely  building  would  we  have  enough  present  to  form  a  perfect  circle  of  "Com- 
mitted Christian?"

The  General  Council,  composed  of 
250-300  members  "shall  receive,  re- 
view and  refer  with  appropriate  recom- 
mendation all  items  of  business  presen- 
ted for  the  General  Assembly 

It  will  meet  once  a  year.    The  General 
Council  will  function  much  like  the 
well-known  Committee  on  Recommen- 
dations. All  of  its  actions  are  subject  to 
the  review  and  the  approval  of  the  Gen- 
eral Council. 

Still  a  smaller  group,  "The  Executive 
Council" ,  composed  of  40  members  se- 
lected by  the  General  Council,  shall 
meet  three  times  a  year  to  care  for  on- 
going business. 

We  also  discovered  that  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  of  the  local  congregation 
are  fully  protected:    Each  local  church 
still  has  the  responsibility  to  call  and  to 
sustain  its  minister  and  to  determine  its 
own  business. 

"The  Covenantal  relationship"means 
that  a  congregation  chooses  to  work  re- 
sponsibly with  the  Brotherhood. 

Will  you  please  secure  a  copy  of  the 
'Provisional  Design"  and  read  it  care- 
fully. It  is  concerned  with  better  more 
effective  church  administration.lt  is 
entirely  different  from  "Church  Union" 
Also,  it  is  subordinate  to  spiritual  re- 
newal. 

We  can  trust  our  brethren,  and  demo- 
cratic processes.        --  B.A.J.

Mr.  Heston  remarks  that  up  to  the 
days  of  his  playing  "The  Tne  Command- 
ments" that  the  Bible  was  "a.  little  red 
edged  edition  the  Gideons  were  putting 
in  hotel  rooms  before  I  was  born.     It 
was  available  to  me  in  Sunday  School, 
plus  a  little  reading  in  church.   In  most 
houses  I've  been  in,   a  Bible  was  about 
as  common  as  a  book  end,   and  usually- 
serving  the  same  purpose.     I'd  say  as 
well  as  being  the  most  widely  sold  book 
ever  printed,  the  Bible  may  easily  be 
one  of  the  least  read.

Ministerial  leadership,  AND  lay-leadership  are  both  highly  important  to  the 
Church. 

In  our  church,  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ),  laymen  play  a  very 
important  role  .  . .  They  have  both  the  privilege  and  the  responsibility  to  share 
in  the  formulating  the  Church's  program.    But  no  program,  however  worthy  it 
appears,  is  much  good  aslofcg,  as  it  remains  on  paper,  in  the  planning  stage. 

The  work  of  Christ  and  the  Church  gets  done,  only  when  laymen  working 
with  the  minister   plan  the  program,   and  then  with  enthusiasm,  labor  to  trans- 
mute those  plans  into  appropriate  Christian  action. 

May  we  also  say  a  word  about  the  ministry?    The  office /function  of  the  min- 
istry deserves  to  be  respected.    The  office  demands  his  ALL  of  every  minister. 
He  is  expendible.    Unfortunately,   across  the  years,  unworthy  men  have  misused 
this  office.  They  have  weakened,  and  divided,  and  deserted  the  flock.    They 
deserve  the  condemnation  of  Jesus:     He  who  is  a  hireling  and  not  a  shepherd, 
whose  own  the  sheep  are  not,  sees  the  wolf  coming  and  leaves  the  sheep  and 
flees l  (John  10:  12  ff) 

The  possibility  of  a  divided,  weakened  Church  is  the  reason  why  our  Pulpit 
Supply  Committee  was,  right.    They  had  the  welfare  of  the  church  to  consider. 
They  took  sufficient  time  to  select  a  worthy  minister.  They  could  have  done 
First  Christian    Church  irreparable  harm  by  acting  hastily,   and  without  due  con- 
sultation  with  the  General  Secretary,   and  the  congregation.

"I  would  finish  hoeing  my  garden.  " 

-St.  Francis  of  Assisi 

These  words  were  St.  Francis's  answer  when  someone  asked  him,  while  working 

in  his  garden,  what  he  would  do  if  he  were  suddenly  to  learn  that  he  would  die 

at  sunset  that  day. 

They  seem  to  me  an  answer  to  all  the  troubled  young  people  these  days  who 
are  beginning  life  in  a  world  that  appears  to  hold  no  security  for  them  or  for  any- 
one, young  or  old. 

Why  should  they  bother  to  go  to  college  when  the  atom  war  is  just  around  the 
corner?  Why  should  a  young  wife  have  a  baby  when  the  ceiling  may  collapse  on 
its  crib?  Why  should  one  paint  a  picture  or  write  a  song  or  begin  a  novel? 

We  can't  be  sure  of  anything,  these  young  people  say,  not  now,  or  next  year, 
or  the  year  after  that.  Why  should  we  try  to  make  a  life  for  ourselves,  they  ask. 
Why  should  we  go  to  classes  or  take  examinations  or  get  married  or  look  for  an 
apartment  or  try  for  a  job?  Next  spring,  or  some  spring  too  frighteningly  near,  it 
may  all  go,  the  life  we  have  begun.  Our  world  is  in  deadly  peril,  we  have  lost 
the  promise  of  tomorrow. 

St.  Francis  put  the  answer  in  a  simple  metaphor:  go  on  hoeing  your  garden. 
The  task  is  Still  here  -  the  house  to  build,  the  book  to  write,  the  examination 
to  prepare  for.  If  the  future  looks  dark,  so  did  it  on  the  morning  before  the  first 
Christmas  -  and  in  the  year  5,  000  B.  C.  and  however  dark  it  seems  today,  how-

"This  time,  like  all  other  times, 
is  a  very  good  one,  if  we  but  know 
what  to  do  with  it.  "     -  Emerson. 

Emerson  spoke  these  words  in  1837, 
when  most  of  the  hearers  at  the  Harvard 
College  meeting  were  fed  up  with 
Andrew  Jackson.  That  un- Harvard  like 
person  was  at  the  end  "of  iiis  second 
term,  having,  as  his  critics  felt,   all 
but  wrecked  American  society  and  the 
foundations  of  national  credit.    In  the 
circumstances,  Emerson  went  pretty  far 
He  said   that  the  best  moment  to  be 
born  is  always  during  a  revolution;  that 
life  is  just  one  revolution  after  another, 
a  series  of  crises  in  which  we  take  fare- 
well of  the  past,  and,  if  we  are  wise, 
meet  the  future.     Every  time  is  a  good 
time  to  live  in,  if  we  know  what  to  do 
with  it.

Recently,  in  my  opinion,  there  has  been  too  much  talk  about  the  Com- 
mon Man.  It  has  been  dinned  into  us  that  this  is  the  Century  of  the  Common 
Man.  The  idea  seems  to  be  that  the  Common  Man  has  come  into  his  own  at  last. 

Thus  we  are  in  danger  of  developing  a  cult  of  the  Common  Man,  which 
means  a  cult  of  mediocrity.  But  there  is  at  least  one  hopeful  sign;  I  have  never 
been  able  to  find  out  who  this  Common  Man  is.  In  fact,  most  Americans,   and 
especially  women,  will  get  mad  and  fight  if  you  try  calling  them  common. 

This  is  hopeful  because  it  shows  that  most  people  are  holding  fast  to  an 
essential  fact  in  American  life.    We  believe  in  equal  opportunity  for  all,  but 
we  know  that  this  includes  the  opportunity  to  rise  to  leadership,  in  other  words, 
to  be  uncommon. 

Let  us  remember  that  the  great  human  advances  have  not  been  brought 
about  by  mediocre  men  and  women.    They  were  brought  about  by  distinctly 
uncommon  people  with  vital  sparks  of  leadership.    Many  of  the  great  leaders 
were,  it  is  true,  of  humble  origin,  but  that  alone  was  not  their  greatness. ' 

It  is  a  curious  fact  that  when  you  get  sick  you  want  an  uncommon  doctor; 
if  your  car  breaks  down  you  want  an  uncommonly  good  mechanic;    when  we 
get  into  war  we  want  deardfully  an  uncommon  admiral  and  an  uncommon 
general.

Courteous  treatment  is  a  recognition  by 
one  person  that  another  person  has  the 
same  dignity  as  a  human  being.  The 
practice  of  courtesy  develops  the  habit 
of  treating  others  as  equals.  It  is,  there- 
fore, more  than,  a  lubricant  which  pre- 
vents irritation  between  individuals  of 
different  backgrounds.  It  becomes  a 
solvent  of  the  causes  of  friction  and, 
when  constantly  applied,  produces  a  posi- 
tive force  in  the  creation  of  good  will. 

Is  that  a  little  thing?  if  so,  life  is 
full  of  little  things  -  full  of  small  pains 
and  petty  grievances  which  little  reme- 
dies can  cure. 

It  was  a  little  thing  which  caused  the 
first  brothers  to  quarrel,  Abel,  you  re- 
member, had  killed  a  lamb  and  brought 
it  as  a  sacrifice  to  Jehovah.  Cain,  in 
turn,  placed  some  grain  on  his  own 
altar.  The  lamb  was  the  more  accept- 
able offering.  Cain  thought  Ab   el  was 
laughing  at  him.  Abel  denied  it.  Then 
Cain  asked  his  brother  to  go  away.  Abel 
refused.  Whereupon  Cain  hit  Abel.  But 
he  hit  him  too  hard,  and  Abel  fell  dead.

Christ. 

"It  was  late  that  Sunday  evening,   and  the  disciples  were  gathered  together" 
when  Jesus  appeared  alive  to  them.  (John  20: 19)  "All  the  believers  were  gather- 
ed together  in  one  place"  on  Pentecost  when  the  Holy  Spirit  filled  them.  (Acts  2:1) 
"All  the  believers  continued  in  close  fellowship  . . .  they  continued  to  meet  as  a 
group.  "(Acts  2:44,46)   It  was  not  long  until  a  meeting  of  apostles  and  elders  was 
called  for  in  Jerusalem  to  consider  an  issue  confronting  the  church.  (Acts  15:2)

Followers  of  Stone  and  Campbell  met  in  the  church  from  which  I  have  come 
at  Georgetown,  Ky. ,  to  begin  conversations  culminating  in  the  union  of  the  two 
movements.    Then  in  1849,  at  Cincinnati,  Alexander  Campbell  convened  the 
first  national  convention  of  the  Christian  Church,  to  which  elected  delegates 
were  sent.

Church  Loyalty  Month  is  a  well-established  custom  for  Christian  Churches.  It 
comes  to  us  each  autumn,  urging  us  to  renew  our  full  participation  in  the  life  of 
the  congregation  in  which  we  worship. 

Some  people  might  completely  misunderstand  the  purpose  of  Church  Loyalty 
emphasis.  They  might  gain  the  impression  that  the  church  is  seeking  to  capture 
their  attention  and  support  so  that  the  church  will  be  large,  wealthy  and  strong. 
Of  course,  there  is  nothing  wrong  with  a  prosperous  congregation,  but  our  pri- 
mary attention  is  always  to  be  on  Christ  and  his  followers  rather  than  on  the  in- 
stitution itself. 

The  plain  fact  is  that  when  individuals  have  separated  themselves  from  the 
fellowship  of  the  worshiping  congregation,  it  is  very  possible  that  their  souls  are 
in  jeopardy  of  deterioration  in  their  relationship  with  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  exceed- 
ingly difficult  for  us  to  maintain  enthusiasm  and  commitment  to  the  cause  of 
Christ  when  we  avoid  assembling  ourselves  with  the  followers. 

It  is  helpful  to  remind  ourselves  and  our  friends  that   the  object  of  our  loyalty 
is  our  local  congregation  and  as  much  more  as  is  involved  in  the  cause  of  Christ 
beyond  this  congregation.  Our  real  loyalty  is  to  the  total  mission  of  the  church 
as  it  stands  in  the  providence  and  purpose  of  God. 

Thus  we  do  need  a  Church  Loyalty  season  every  year.  The  loyalty  which  was

High  on  a  mesa  in  Texas  there  are  several  flat  stones  with  crude  geometric 
designs  carved  into  them.     These  designs,  called  'petroglyphs',  are  the  attempt 
of  some  man  of  long  ago  to  communicate  with  other  men  around  him. 

Picture  him  sitting  there,  hunched  over  the  flat  stone,  laboriously  pecking 
away  with  his  crude  hammer  and  chisel.    What  is  he  trying  to  say?  What 

thought  or  feeling  has  urged  him  to  his  (difficult  task?    If  we  could  read  what  he 
is  writing,  what  would  we  call  it?    A  story?  Warning?  Trail  Marker?    Prophecy? 
Poem?    a  prayer?    Whatever  he  wrote,  it  was  important  to  him  and  the  others 
who  passed  by  and  read  it,  for  in  those  days  'publishing'  was  too  difficult  an  ef- 
fort to  waste  on  ordinary  or  inconsequential  matters. 

We  live  in  a  different  age.  We  are  bombarded  with  messages  from  printed 
pages,  T.V.  tubes,  radios,  movies,  billboards,  telephones,  and  pulpits. Some 
of  these  messages  are  attempts  to  imprison  us  and  use  us  to  someone  else's  pro- 
fit. Some  are  just  meaningless  drivel.  Some  are  instructive  and  helpful  and 
can  give  new  dimensions  and  meaning  to  our  lives.  It  is  up  to  us  to  select  the 
messages  we  will  heed,  and  our  selection  determines  which  paths  will  be  our 
chosen  way. 

Francis  Bacon  wrote:    "Some  books  are  to  be  tasted,  others  to  be  swallowed, 
and  some  few  to  be  chewed  and  digested.  "    This  week  helps  us  to  make  sure  that 
Christian  messages  are  available,  and  that  what  we  choose  is  worthy  of  chewing 
and  digestion.  (Copied)

Another  election  has  come  and  gone,  in  which  citizens  had  the  privilege  and 
responsibility  of  voicing  their  informed,  concerned  opinion  by  public  vote.  This 
is  the  precious  prerogative  of  the  conscientious  church  member  also.     . 
The  Christian  Church  has  maintained  a  congregational  or  democratic  form  of 
self-government,  for  establishing  policies,  arriving  at  vital  decisions,  choosing 
persons  to  serve  as  representatives  in  areas  of  leadership,  and  conducting  its  work 
and  business. 

Such  a  system  to  assure  that  "all  things  should  be  done  decently  and  in  order", 
(I  Cor.  14;40)  depends  on  each  and  every  member  responding  to  the  Christian 
charge  to  responsible  action. 

We  are  anticipating  and  planning  for  a  new  church  year,  beginning  January  1^ 
1968.  Renewed  opportunities  for  fulfilling  our  mission  and  ministry  will  be  before 
us.  Committees  are  at  work  in  preparation.  The  nominating  commijttee. will  pre- 
sent its  report  on  November  12  on  persons  for  important  capacities  of  leadership, 
and  service  this  next  year.  The  Board  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  fi- 
nance and  stewardship  committee  as  to  a  1968  budget.  These  now  require  con- 
sideration by  members  and  action  by  the  congregation.    Each  member  should 
then  review  these  deliberately,  and  come  prepared  to  act  upon  them  in/knowing 
and  responsible  way.    We  are  called  as  Christians  to  informed,  concerned  and 
committed  witness  through  the  church.

Others  ask  only  for  shoes  for  a  school  child,  when  the  family  washer 
(which  is  the  source  of  income)  is  taxed  just  cleaning  the  bedclothes  for  a  dying 
father  of  five.

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"GOOD  WILL  TO  MEN"  does  not  apply  as  you  jostle  through   crowded  stores 
hunting  gifts  "just  a  little  different"  so  the  donor  will  be  remembered.  Neither 
does  "Good  Will  to  men"  apply  while  pushing  through  an  overcrowded grocery 
to  locate  almond  paste,  light  blue  decorative  sugar,  small  cans  of  Karo  and 
other  holiday  baking  needs,    "Good  Will  to  men"  is  difficult  when  locating  a 
$2o50  gift  for  the  exchange  at  work,  or  while  sitting  in  streets  waiting  for  traf- 
fic to  clear.    National  and  International  events  of  the  past  year  make  it  diffi- 
cult to  find  "Good  Will.  " 

Good  Will  to  men  DOES  NOT  APPLY  IN  THESE  SITUATIONS  for  many  of 
your  neighbors.    They  have  no  money  for  gifts,  no  jobs  to  return  home  from 
through  crowded  streets,  few  of  the  staples  of  life  -  let  alone  almond  paste  or 
blue  sugar. 

"Peace  on  earth?"  Billy  Graham's  Christmas  letter  predicted  100  "Detroits" 
and  forecasts  massive  demonstrations  in  Washington.  Communists  think  their 
target  date  of  1972  is  "on  schedule".    If  only  the  angels  had  proclaimed,  "Good 
Will  to  men,  THEN  Peace  on   earth,  "  perhaps  we  would  have  understood. 

Your  White  Gifts,  brought  during  worship  this;  Sunday,  will  show  your  good 
will  for  deserving  and  needy  local  families.    This  gift  will  not  bring  Peace  on 
Earth  ...  a  far  greater  Gift  came  for  that  purpose.  Your  gift  will  be  a  start, 
though.  Sugar,  coffee,  cans  and  package  of  food,  clothing  ...  the  list  of  needs 
is  endless.  Is  there  room  in  the  rush  at  your  house  for  GOOD  WILL?
